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SAVINGS BANKS INVESTMENTS. 


N an attempted argument against the proposed 
I eduction of tax on banks in Baltimore by the 
Uunicipal Journal, publication of which is made 
possible by taxation of Baltimoreans, including the 
banks. one of the most telling points made is this: 


More than one-half of all the deposits of three of the 
most important Baltimore savings banks, instead of being 
found in local investments, have been placed in the ten 
Southern States south of the Potomac and Ohio rivers 
and cast of the Mississippi. That is to say, over $30,000,000 
of Daltimore money have been sent away and less than 
that amount has been kept at home for home development. 


This is apparently based upon some figures pub- 
lished by the MANUFACTURERS RecorD in its issue of 
January 29, in which is was shown that three of 
the largest mutual savings banks of Baltimore 
which on December 31, 1913, had $67,854,920 of de- 
posits, not including undivided surplus chargeable 
with the accrued interest or interest that had been 
credited for the year, were carrying $60,665,457 of 
bonds, and that $23,167,016 of these bonds repre- 
sented investments in the ten Southern States men- 
tioned; $11,321,294, investments in Maryland, in- 
cluding some little in the District of Columbia, and 
$4,203,910, investments in Missouri, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa, Louisiana and Texas. It was pointed out 
that these figures did not include loans on mort- 
gages or on collateral and other local investments 
aggregating about $10,000,000 and indicating the 
perfectly natural interest in the community on the 
part of the Baltimore institutions. It was also 
noted that the investments in bonds was a manifes- 
tation of the wisdom of the managements of the 
institutions in distributing widely and 
safely for investment the funds entrusted to them. 
The Wunicipal Journal is apparently not only a bit 
uncertain as to its figures, but it shares quite a com- 
mon error to the effect that the savings banks of 
Baitimore exist, er ought to exist, for the’ purpose 
of directly centributing to the development of the 
city. That is quite contrary to the facts.. The pri- 
airy purpose of the mutual savings institutions is, 
in the language of the by-laws of one of thefi; “re- 
ceiving such small sums of money as are the profits 
of industry and economy or legacies or donations to 
Widows, children and others who may need its aid, 
aud investing the same in public stock or such other 
sife securities as may from time to time be deemed 
expedient by the president and directors and thereby 
afford to such persons the twofold advantage of 
security and profit.” 
dominating the management of the Baltimore insti- 
tutions, and it seems to give eminent satisfaction to 
tore than 121,000 depositors in them. In addition 
to assuring sa‘ety and profit, the savings banks aim

Such, at any rate, is the policy - 
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to invest the funds entrusted to them in securities 
that have a ready market, so that their depositors 
may obtain their money whenever they require it. 

The stability of the institutions and the general 
satisfaction with their management on the part of 
121,000 Baltimoreans most interested in them does 
not, unfortunately, save them from such criticisms 
as are here cited — criticisms undoubtedly based 
upon a misunderstanding of the purpose and the 
scope of mutual savings banks. Like misunder- 
standing of the situation underlay the enthusiasm 
over a recent “over-the-counter” sale of municipal 
securities of Baltimore. It was forgotten that the 
taxes paid to the city by the savings banks are 
really paid by the depositors, and that, taxation 
being based upon the deposits, every dollar drawn 
from the savings banks for investment in city stock 
was just one dollar reduction in the taxable basis 
of the city. It is hardly believed that the most 
ardent supporter of municipal stock issues would, if 
he were aware of the facts, urge that municipal secu- 
rities should be marketed at the expense of de- 
posits in local savings banks, even for the purpose 
of raising funds to pay for the publication of the 
Municipal Journal. It is also believed that a full 
study by him of the reasons for distributing as widely 
as possible within the limits of safety the invest- 
ments of the savings banks would convince him that 
it is to the advantage of the citizens of Baltimore 
that such a distribution should be made according 
to the judgment of men trained in finance and fully 
aware of their responsibility to thousands of thrifty 
men and women. These men and women, after all, 
are quite valuable assets of the city. They are quite 
as much interested as anybody else in the city’s de- 
velopment, and probably most of them are direct 
agents in that development. 
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TO REMEDY MISTAKES IN THE INCOME 
TAX LAW. 


ig blizzarded on March 1, the date upon which the 

income tax returns were finally due. That is 
no reason for the slightest relaxation in efforts to 
compel a modification of the income tax law into 
intelligibility, legality and equity. Damages by the 
blizzard will be repaired and be forgotten within a 
few weeks. The injustices and embarrassments of 
the income tax will persist until judgment of the 
United States Supreme Court has emphasized and 
made imperatve the framing of an income tax law 
that will square with the Constitution and with 
elemental principles of law or until the Congress has 
made such emphasis unnecessary. In the midst of 
a feeling of temporary relief that they have sought 
honestly to comply with the impossibilities of the 
law accentuated by the wavering lilliputian wres- 
tlings of Federal officials with its inchoate pro- 
visions, hundreds of thousands of American citizens 
haye apparently overlooked the fact that already 
more than two months of the income tax year of 
1914 has passed, involving identically the same 
problems which confronted them in their efforts to 
meet the obligations for 10 months of 1913. Their 
minds have probably been diverted from the main 
point by the attention given by the daily press to 
crude estimates of the number of persons liable to 
the tax and of the amount of revenue to be derived 
through it, most of which matter is on a par with 
the inadequate attention that has been paid to the 
subject since the introduction of the radical meas- 
ure into the Congress nearly a year ago. 

With the exception of perhaps a dozen great 
newspapers, which not only have discussed intelli- 
gently the possible outcomes of the law unintelli- 
gible in so many places, but also have opened: their 
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columns for answers to inquiries wherever pos- 
sible, and barring a half-dozen “popular” maga- 
zines which at the eleventh hour seemed to attempt 
to meet the expectations of their readers that they 
should handle the matter, the popular press of the 
country has been singularly slow to contribute any 
eriginal thought to the discussion, or even to men- 
tion it, whether because of failure to realize the 
fundamental importance of the revolution in Fed- 
eral taxation or of being baffled in efforts to analyze 
incoherency, deponent saith not. Typical of the 
trivial attitude toward the subject has been the cul- 
tivation of an impression that the number of re- 
turns made in various internal revenue districts is 
an indication of the number of taxable incomes, 
when it is quite likely to be discovered that, be- 
cause of the ruling that every person having a net 
income of $3000 should make a return, even though 
because of the specific exemption of $3000 such an 
income is not taxable, thousands of returns of non- 
taxable incomes have been made entailing unneces- 
sary labor and expense upon those who made the 
returns and upon the Government. But the ques- 
tion is not a trivial one, and treatment of it as such 
can -only lessen the standing of the newspapers 
amnog the substantial elements of the country’s 
population. 

It is believed that financial institutions made a 
mistake in falling in with regulations of the Treas- 
ury Department compelling them virtually to incur 
trouble and expense out of all proportion to the 
amounts of money involved in facilitating the ef- 
forts of their customers to meet the unjust require- 
ments of the law. 

It is believed that a greater mistake was made 
by withholding agents in becoming, without bond, 
fiscal agents of the Federal Government and not 
bringing to the test at the outset provisions of the 
law bearing upon that point, 

it is believed that many citizens made a mistake 
in filling out without qualification the personal re- 
turn form when the text and arrangement of the 
form compelled them either to violate the provisions 
of the law or to become guilty of technical perjury 
unless certain qualifications were inserted in the 
form. 

It is believed that the mistake of placing upon the 
statute book an unparalleled record of incompetency 
in legislation was accentuated by the refusal to 
remedy at once its glaring faults in response, not to 
antagonism to an income tax, a childish notion cul- 
tivated by concoctors of the law, but to reasonable 
and justified criticism of the unnecessary and, in 
some instances, practically insurmountable difficul- 
ties in the law for the individual willing to pay an 
income tax. 

It may be that war with some foreign power may 
divert temporarily public attention from these mis- 
takes and give superficial justification for a charge 
that criticism of the revenue bill at a time when 
war calls for additional revenue is lack of patriot- 
ism. Nevertheless, citizens convinced of the mis- 
takes should permit no circumstances to cause them 
to relax their efforts to have the mistakes corrected. 
If that shall not be done-in the slow processes of 
litigation, it should be done by compelling the nec- 
essary legislation, even to making the matter an 
issue in the next Congressional election.

AN ARGUMENT FOR SOUTHERN PACK- 
ING-HOUSES. 


N 1914 the South has 15,000,000 more inhabitants 
than it had in 1880, with only 7,000,000 more 
cattle, sheep and swine. In this the South shares, 
but in a greater degree relatively, the situation in 
the whole country. The fact is one of the explana- 
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tions of the high cost of living, and because it points 
to the advantage of raising more livestock, either to 
supply immediate home demands or by way of 
packing-houses to obtain the greatest profit from 
the industry, it may be emphasized by a brief study 
of the figures in the following table comparing the 
estimated number of cattle, including milch cows, 
sheep and swine, on the farms of the South on Jan- 


utry 1, 1918 and 1914:

In the case only of swine is there a greater 
number of these animals in the South in 1914 than 
in 1915. In cattle there has been a decrease from 
19,957,000 to 19,763,000, or by 184,000, in the South, 
with an increase in the rest of the country of only 
250,000 from 36,570,000 to 36,829,000. In sheep there 
was a decrease of 258,000 in the South and of 1,505,- 
OOO in the rest of the country. Swine increased in 
number by 214,000, or at the rate of nine-tenths of 
1 per cent., in the South, from 28,310,000 to 23,524,- 
OO, but there was a decrease from 37,868,000 to 35,- 
409,000, or by 2,459,000, equal to 6.5 per cent., in the 
rest of the country. These figures are as of Janu- 
ury 1 in the years mentioned. Comparing them with 
the figures of June 1, 1880, which may account for 
some differences, especially in sheep, on account of 
the lambs, it appears that the South today has 
actually 1,500,000 fewer sheep than it had in 1880. 
Dealing with 1910, only four years ago, there are 
fewer cattle now than in 1910 in every Southern 
State except Florida, Maryland and South Carolina, 
the aggregate decrease amounting to 1,916,000, and 
fewer sheep except in Florida, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Oklahoma and Texas, the aggregate decrease 
being 420,000, and although there has been an ag- 
gregate increase of 438,000 in the number of swine, 
there have been decreases in Arkansas, Missouri 
and Oklahoma. 

In 1880 there were 45,686,000 cattle, sheep and 
swine in the South and 79,120,000 in the rest of the 
country. In 34 years the number increased to 51,- 
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807,000 in the South and 113,487,000 in the rest of 
the country. The failure to maintain the increase 
in the number of such livestock on a parity with 
the increase in population becomes more apparent 
when it is seen that while in 1880 there were. 2.51 
of such livestock per each inhabitant in the South 
and 2.49 per each inhabitant in the rest of the coun- 
try, the proportion in 1914 is only 1.59 in the South 
and 1.91 in the rest of the country, using 1910 fig- 
ures of population. Between 1880 and 1910 the 
population of the South increased from 18,615,000 
to 52,480,000, or at the rate of 74.5 per cent., and the 
population in the rest of the country increased from 
31,780,000 to 59,492,000, or at the rate of 87.2 per 
cent. Between 1880 and 1914 the increase in the 
number of livestock in the rest ef the country was, 
cattle, from 20,742,000 to 36,829,000, or at the rate of 
77.5 per cent.; sheep, from 31,827,000 to 41,119,000, 
or 29.4 per cent., and swine, from 26,550,000 to 35,- 
409,000, or 33.4 per cent., and in the South the in- 
crease was, in cattle, from 14,189,000 to 19,763,000, 
or 39.5 per cent., and in swine from 21,122,000 to 
25,524,000, or 11.2 per cent., while there was a de- 
crease in sheep from 10,365,000 to 8,520,000, or at 
the rate of 17.8 per cent. 

In these figures one fact is obvious. The South 
is not living up to its opportunities, especially favor- 
able in view of the open winters, in livestock pro- 
duction. It is either not consuming its fair propor- 
tion of meats, or is losing money by buying them 
from other parts of the country, and it is also not 
making the money that it might by raising a sufli- 
cient number of livestock to supply packing-houses, 
in spite of the demonstration in four or five South- 
ern States of the benefits of such plants to agricul- 
ture and general industry. 





MUTUAL CONSIDERATION OF CORPORA- 
TIONS AND THE PUBLIC. 


UGGESTION in a recent issue of the MANUFAC- 
TURERS Recorp of the possibilities within the 
range of railway officials in immediate touch of the 
traveling public of becoming more serviceable, both 
to the public and the railways, has brought to light 
the following correspondence : 

From Charles Catlett of Staunton, Va., to W. A. 
Beckler, general passenger agent, Queen & Crescent 
Route, Cincinnati, O.: 

At the interval of six months or more I am apt to go 
through Lexington and take your train south to Birming- 
ham, and I never do so without being favorably impressed 
with your ticket agent. I notice that he is courteous and 
kind and polite to everyone apparently without effort, 
and, so far as I can see, he is just as rapid and efficient 
as a cross and disagreeable man could be. I always leave 
with the comfortable feeling that he has a personal inter-

est in my welfare. 


From William G. Morgan, ticket agent, Queen & 
Crescent Route, Lexington, Ky., to Charles Catlett, 
Staunton, Va.: 

How good of you to have taken the trouble to write so 
nice a letter to my G. P. A., and I cannot find fitting 
words to assure you of my appreciation of so thoughtful 
and so kind a deed. It has made me very happy; and you 
know it will have its effect, as our G. P. A. wants all of 
his employes to be kind and courteous to our patrons. I 
hope if you are ever here again that you will come in my 
office so I can shake your hand and know you better. My 
father was the first president of a steam railroad in Ken- 
tucky. I have been in this office thirty-five years. I thank 
you again for your nice letter to our G. P. A, 

From Charles Catlett to Wm. G. Morgan: 

Your letter makes me glad that I gave way to an im- 
pulse which I am sure must have actuated many of the 
thousands whom you have served, but you make me 
ashamed of myself that we should be so lax in saying the 
nice things we think. I have always felt that both hon- 
est, intelligent criticism and praise are duties we owe to 
public officials, and which should be paid as the occasion 
demands ; but, like most people, I am slow at doing either, 
and it requires a rather striking case to move me to 
action. I am glad to have met you, and shall take the 
opportunity of introducing myself some time when I go 
through your city. 

Because there are certainly more William G. Mor- 


gans, as Mr. Catlett suggests, and because there 
ought to be more Charles Catletts, this correspond- 
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ence is published practically in full. It has a wider 
application, embracing the relations of the people 
and the employes of all public-service corporations, 
It shows how mutually advantageous a full under- 
standing of such relations would be for the culii- 
vation of the spirit of consideration for one another, 
which quite frequently is not manifested. 

On the one hand is the employe, for example, the 
ticket agent at a much-used railroad depot. His duty 
is, first of all, to the corporation paying him |} is 
salary. He is charged with responsibility of rece y- 
ing the full price for everyone of the tickets lie 
sells, amounting in some cases to thousands a dsy, 
Ife has only. a definite period in each day in whi h 
to make the sales, which are usuaily the brisker 
within a few moments of train time. He must have 
at his mind’s end, or within easy reference, the 
amount to be charged for each ticket. Sometinis 
he is called on to do some of the thinking for te 
travelers. These facts are seldom realized by tr: 
elers, especially those. for whom traveling is not 
more or less of a routine or those accustomed in 
their business to have things done for them promptiy 
and without question. Iesitation on the part of 
others when they are in a hurry irritates such 
travelers and warps their judgment of the may 
within the ticket window. Even the hardened tra 
eler is prone to forget that the ticket seller is som 
thing more than a human machine, and, conse- 
quently, to neglect the littl “Thank you,” which 
does not cost one cent and may mean much to tl 
other fellow in the midst of a rush of work. 

On the other hand is the average traveler, not 
infrequently with his trolley pole off the wire or 
badly connected simply because he—or should it be 
she?—is doing rather a novel thing in buying « 
railroad ticket, some folks being so constituted that 
they are always flustrated in such circumstances 
Because the ticket seller may not be the paragon of 
omniscience and expertness looked for by tyros in 
an individual at a salary of $25 or less a week, or 
because troubles of his own not connected with his 
business may cause him to display impatience or 
condescension not justified by the situation, th: 
traveler may be led to harbor a grievance against 
not merely the individual agent, but also the em 
ploying corporation, and by a process of reductio ad 
absurdum against all corporations. That is quite « 
prominent trait of ordinary human nature. 

There are, to be sure, some hogs in human guise 
among the millions of persons using the railroads 
every year, and some brutes within the ticket win 
dows, just because they are born that way and can 
not help themselves. All the appeal in the world 
to gentle instincts can have no effect upon either ot! 
these two extreme classes, which are, however, the 
exceptional rather than the normal. The only 
redress for the average traveler is to give the hogs 
as wide and as isolated range as possible and to lay 
formal complaints against the brutes. Like com 
plaints, not so much against the person as of his 
conduct, might have effect in the case of agents who 
have not been taught directly or by example from 
headquarters that primary duty to the corporation 
involves considerate treatment of the public which 
the corporation undertakes te serve. If the corpo- 
ration itself has not learnt the lesson, public crit- 
icism of it and its agents is the most effective means 
of tuition. But the average public-service corpora- 
tion today is probably more anxious to avoid occa- 
sion for criticism than is the average citizen to crit- 
icize its agents. 

The great mass of travelers and the majority of 
ticket agents have, it is believed, the instincts of 
natural gentility, and if they were always as 
thoughtful of others in the rush of a few moments’ 
contact as they are in their personal relations with 
their fellows under ordinary conditions much mis- 
understanding would be avoided. If they could only 
take the time to make allowances for a disordered 
liver or a mind distrait in one another, most of the 
petty naggings, inconsequential incivilities and other 
annoyances in their relations with one another 
would be avoided, and with the embodiment in the 
corporation and in every one of its agents, whether 
he be a ticket seller, a street-car conductor, an ele- 
vator attendant or a janitor, of the slowly develop- 
ing conviction that the corporation is best served 
which serves the public best, antagonisms between 
the public and the corporations would disappear. 
In the rush and bustle of this American day the 
crying demand is for more gentility in action.

Enthusiasm, Liberality and Activity in Furthering 
State, County and Municipal Improvements 


I) is conservatively estimated that the 16 States of 


the South are spending annually $50,000,000 upon the 


improvement of highways in city and country. ‘That 
great sum is but the minor portion of a vast expenditure 
f money being made for public improvements of many 
kinds. municipal buildings, courthouses, drainage sys- 
tem-. sewers, water-works, bridges and electric plants. 
The enthusiasm for such betterments and the activity 
in furthering them, involving willingness to vote bonds 
provide other means of raising public funds, reflect, 
first. the widespread prosperity of the South generally, 
fell wing its wonderful material advance of recent years, 
and. second, the determination to invest as promptly as 
pos-ible sufficient of the accruing wealth to assure 
gr r and greater returns in the future. 

I) some respects a fair indication of the prosperity 
and the progressive spirit of a people is furnished by 


the «forts put forth by the people to improve tieir 
ph al surroundings and to equip themselves wita the 
means of bettering still further all conditions. Lere 


and there the spirit may indeed be willing, but it may 
not be given opportunity for definite expression, or it 
may be hampered by circumstances beyond its control. 
The desh may be weak. Where the spirit is able to pre- 
vail. it is manifested upon every favorable occasion and 
primarily in improving farm buildings, in additions to 
improved machinery and implements, and in provision 
for modern buildings for schools and the building of good 
roids. Prosperity of the country districts brings pros- 
periiy to the towns and cities which spurs them to pro- 
viding for themselves sanitation and the conveniences 
likely to attract investors in industrial and other lines 
and liome-makers, 

fis tendency is especially strong in the South, and 
it may be doubted whether any other section of equal 

. und of as diversified conditions has ever had greater 
enthusiasm or displayed more liberality in self-taxation. 
In addition to the myriads of undertakings under way 
oy provided for before the close of 1913 there have, for 
instanee, been voted in the first two months of this year 
in (he South more than $11,000,000 of public improve- 
ment bonds, including, for road and street work, $4,741,- 
woo. for electric-light plants, $2,210,000; for water- 
works, $1,571,000; for schools, $1,084,000; for drainage, 
bridges, sewers, city and county buildings, $1,682,000.

Dade county, Florida, sold $125,000 of bonds for hard- 
surface rondways in 1913, and also sold $125,000 worth 
in January of this year for the same purpose. A vote 
is shortly to be had on a 2'%-mill tax for 17 years for 
£125,000 high school at Alexandria. La.; Lauderdale 
county, Mississippi, has recently spent $450,000 for 
roads, and Caddo parish, Louisiana, is spending alcut 
£200,000 annually for roads and bridges, while $120,000 
of bonds have been sold for highways in Montgomery 
county, Tennessee, and plans are making for extensive 
reclamation work in Madison county, in that State. 
High Point, N. C.. has let a contract for a 5,000.1000- 
gallon reservoir; Paducah, Ky., has appropriated $50,- 
GUO for a pump line sewer; $215,000 have been provided 
for good roads in Amherst county, Virginia; Frederick. 
Md., is undertaking a number of improvements, and 
Norfolk, Va., is considering an additional water supply, 
and Madison, W. Va., immediate bonding for water- 
works and fire protection. 

A few counties in Maryland are awiting action by the 
Legislature permitting them to issue bonds for roads, 
ond that is the case also, to some extent, in Virginia. 
This fact should be borne in mind in considering the 
question of public improvement, especially as to roads 
in the South. In a number of States local bond issues 
are not permitted, or have never been tried, and road 
work is done by convicts or workhouse inmates and paid 
for by direct local taxation; here and there local funds 
are supplemented with State appropriations, or there is 
co-operation between the county owning road-making 
machinery and the farmers living along the highways to 
be improved. Another fact to be borne in mind in this 
connection is that reports from many points contam no 
information beyond the statement that bonds had been 
issued some time ago. Following are the reports that 
have been made:

Water Improvement District No. 2, embracing practi- 
eally all the territory in Paragould not included in Dis- 
trict No. 1, has been created by an ordinance of the city 
council. The petition asking for the appointment of 
commissioners to carry out the purposes of the ordinance 
is now being circulated. No opposition has developed, 
and none will develop. It is planned to get this second 
water system established the coming summer. 

A stock company has been organized for the erection 
of a $70,000 hotel. Thirty-thousand dollars of the stock 
has been subscribed locally. It is proposed to bond the 
lot and building for the remainder of the funds neces- 
sary to erect and equip the institution. A lot has 
already been purchased, for which $7500 was paid. 

These constitute the larger improvements now under 
headway. 

In the county a road district has been organized under 
the new Arkansas road law, providing for a bond issue 
ond the construction of model highways under the direc- 
tion of the State Highway Commission.

Morgan City has recently completed a sanitary sewer 
system, filtration plant and water-works system. We 
have recently contracted for about $35,000 worth of 
concrete sidewalks, a standard fire-alarm system, thor- 
oughly equipped fire department (motorized), and 
there is some talk of getting up a bond issue for the 
purpose of permanently improving all streets, although 
there is nothing definite to this as yet. 

NAPOLEONVILLE. 

Oscar Dugas, clerk, Twenty-seventh Judicial Dis- 
trict, Napoleonville : 

The parish of Assumption is building now 46 miles 
of gravel road and appropriated $80,000 to cover the 
expenses of the same. The local banks had agreed to 
take up the certificates of indebtedness of the parish, 
made payable yearly by instalments of $9000 or $10,- 
000, with 5 per cent. interest, but, owing to the re- 
moval of tariff on sugar and the general depression in 
the sugar district, they asked to be relieved, which our 
Police Jury did, and have lately contracted with the 
Iota Gravel Co. of Alexandria, La., to take up the 
certificates and furnish the gravel, and the operation 
of building the road is going on slowly.

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CENTRAL ELECTRIC PLANTS. 


Great Increase in Such Light and Power 
Stations in Ten Years. 


Preliminary figures of the forthcoming quinquennial 
report on the central electric light and power stations 
of continental United States have been given out by 
Director of the Census W. J. Harris. They were pre- 
pared under the supervision of W. M. Steuart, chief 
statistician for manufactures. 

The statistics relate to the years ending December 
31 for 1912 and 1907, and June 30 for 1902, and cover 
both commercial and municipal electric plants. They 
do not include electric plants operated by factories, 
hotels, ete., which consume the current generated; 
those operated by the Federal Government and State 
institutions, or plants that were idle or in course of 
construction. 

The figures as presented for continental United 
States show general gains for the decade 1902-1912. 
The number of commer¢éial stations or plants increased 
from 2805 in 1902 to 3659 in 1912, or 30 per cent. 
The number of municipal plants increased from 815 in 
1902 to 1562 in 1912, or 92 per cent. The total in- 
come for 1912 amounted to $302,115,599 as compared 
With $85,700,605 in 1902, or an increase of 252 per 
cent. The total expenses, including salaries and wages, 
in 1912 amounted to $234,41947S as compared with 
$68,081,875 in 1902, or an increase of 244 per cent.

Begin to Manufacture Aluminum. 


The manufacture of aluminum is reported to have 
begun at the Maryville (Teyn.) plant, which the 
Aluminum Company of America has been constructing 
for some months. Three eight-hour shifts of 150 work- 
men are to be employed and 25,000 electrical horse- 
power will be required, this energy coming from the 
hydro-electric development of the Tennessee Power Co. 
on Ocoee River. The Maryville Times is quoted as 
follows : 

“When the current is turned into the great rotary 
converters there will be a whir that will be indeed the 
hum of industry. There are nine of these wonderful 
machines. They convert the alternating current into 
direct current, for use in the potroom. The current 
received is rated at 110,000 volts. The ordinary light 
circuit is 110 volts and the local power current is 220) 
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volts. By comparison one can realize more fully the 
energy that is going to enter into the manufacture of 
aluminum by the electric process in the Maryville 
The process of treating the ore is secret, and 
The bauxite is baked at an 


plant. 
it is carefully guarded. 
even heat for days, and from this baking comes the 
aluminum, which is molded into pig form. The bak- 
ing is done by electricity. Carbon enters into the 
operation, and there are many details that no one but 
those in charge are supposed to know. The present 
capacity of the plant will be something like 10,000 
pounds of aluminum daily. Aluminum is so light that this 
means a greater bulk of metal than the figures would 
it would take several times 10,000 pounds

From the mines it is sent to Kast St. Louis, 
Ill., where it is given a chemical treatment and sacked. 
Thence it is shipped here for the electric reducing 
process. The Aluminum Company of America does 
not boast of what it has spent in the Maryville plant, 
but it is variously estimated that from $500,000 to 
$1,000,000 have been used in erecting the present 
splendid buildings and equipping them. No announce- 
ment is made with regard to future construction at the 
grounds, but it seems certain that nothing of great 
import will be done here till the dams on the Little 
Tennessee River are completed, and work has not yet 
started on them. If conditions in the local plant are 
satisfactory, it is probable that arrangements for rush- 
ing the work on the dams will be made without delay. 
Even if nothing more is added to the plant than we 
now have, it will be a great thing for Maryville, and 
merchants as well as the general citizenship rejoices 
that it is located here. There is little doubt but that 
this is but the beginning of one of the biggest plants 
in the United States, and with this prospect Maryville 
has a just right to feel pleased with the outlook.” 





The Birmingham Iron Market. 
[Special Correspondence Manufacturers Record.] 
Birmingham, Ala., March 7. 

The demand for Southern basic iron in Birmingham 
still continues light, and while the prices are firmer by 
25 to 50 cents a ton for No. 2 foundry, sales lave net 
been heavy during the past week, and are a shade 
lighter than the week before. The stocks of iron in the 
hands of consumers are small, and any material increase 
in the activity of the steel market would compel them 
to buy on a larger scale. Some Southern iron has been 
sold in the North, but the quantity was small and the 
iron was of special analysis. The following are the 
prices per gross ton f. o. b. cars Birmingham:

The coal conditions are still far below normal, with 
no immediate prospects of any betterment in the work- 
ing of the mines. At some of the mines work has been 
stopped entirely, and some of the men have gone else- 
where to get work, as they are unable to support their 
families while the mines are idle. 

There is little change in the pipe market, although 
orders are booked regularly. The orders are not the 
heavy orders of the past, but small orders, although 
some good ones have been booked for manufacture and 
delivery on the Pacific Coast and Middle West that will 
keep one of the plants working steadily for several 
weeks. One concern has booked orders for the Pacific 
Coast that is reported will be the heaviest order in the 
past six months. Prices are about the same as last 
report-—four-inch, 22; six-inch and over, $20, with $1 
per ton extra for gaspipe; fittings, 2°, cents per pound.

The demand for wrought-iron pipe is heavy, and the 
manufacturers of that commodity are enjoying good 
business. Manufacturers of bolts, spikes and similar 
articles report that sales are not heavy, but that the 
outlook is excellent. 

Practically all manufacturers believe that the country 
is about to enter upon an era of unusually good busi- 
ness, and renewed activity in all lines is expected.

he working capital at the close of the fiseal year is 
nu little less.than that of the year previous, due to the 
expenditures made out of earnings for improvements. 
These outlays were in the neighborhood of $500,000, and 
about $200,000 more will be required to complete the 
work begun last year. 

The company has 80,000 tons of iron on its yards. 
More iron was made this past year than the year before, 
but the deliveries were smaller, which has held earnings 
down somewhat. There is some surprise at the amount 
of pig-iron on the yards of the company, for a few 
months ago, when manufacturers were asked for state- 
ments as to the quantity of iron on hand, it was re- 
ported that all of the interests in the district had only 
about 100,000 tons in sight, as all had sold close up. 

After seven years of litigation between the State of 
Alabama and five railroads as to a 244-cent passenger 
rate, an agreement was reached the past week in which 
the 214-cent rate will be given and all suits be dismissed 
by the States, that so far has won out in every court. 
There is dissatisfaction expressed on all sides, as it is 
estimated that the dismtssal of all pending suits will 
cause a loss of more than $1,000,000 to passengers and 
shippers who hold rebate coupons given by the contest- 
ing railroads since April, 1907.

Southern Building in February. 


The following figures as compiled from reports from 
representative cities present a brief summary of South- 
ern and Southwestern building operations during Feb- 
tuary: In Norfolk a toal of 45 permits was issued dur- 
ing the month, representing « cost of construction of 
$92,963. As compared with last month, these figures 
show a decrease which is attributed to unfavorable 
weather and the fact that a number of large building 
enterprises have been held up until spring. Operations 
in Charlotte during the month are estimated to exceed 
those of February, 1913, by $37,365. A total of 79 per- 
mits was issued in Jacksonville during the month, rep- 
resenting a cost of construction of $137,642. Pemnits 
to the number of 35 were issued in Tampa, representing 
a cost of construction of $44,700. The value of opera- 
tions in St. Petersburg is estimated at $14,300. The 
cost of construction for which permits were issued in 
the nine principal cities of Texas during the month is 
estimated at $2,229,858. San Antonio led all other 
cities, with a valuation of $575,550, while Dallas was 
second, with $564,220. The cost of construction for 
which permits were issued in other Texas cities was 
as follows: Houston, $344,278; Waco, $245,257; Fort 
Worth, $243,063 ; Galveston, $126,000; Beaumont, $53,- 
256; El Paso, $39,182; Austin, $34,639. Permits were 
issued in Tulsa during the month for construction esti- 
mated to cost $104,970. In Kansas City, Mo., a total 
of 208 permits was issued during the month, represent- 
ing a cost of construction of $1,053,950. The cost of 
construction for which permits were issued in Baltimore, 
including alterations and repairs, was estimated at 
$1,581,855.

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Statistics of Cotton. 


Director of the Census William J. Harris announces 
» change in the method of publishing the statistics of 
cotton. The annual reports on the quantity of cotton 
ginned have heretofore included the quantity of linters 
obtained by the oil mills. Formerly there was only a 
comparatively small quantity of linters obtained, and 
they were of such a grade as could be used, to some 
extent, for the same purposes as were the lower grades 
of cotton. Many of the oil mills have now installed 
machinery for the closer delinting of the seed. This has 
resulted in a large increase in the total quantity of 
linters produced each year and, at the same time, in 
lowering the average quality of the fiber, so that now 
only a small part, if any, is used as a substitute for lint 
cotton. 

I: therefore appears advisable not to include the 
euantity of linters in the total production of cotton 
for the crop, and, accordingly, the totals in the report to 
be issued on March 20 will relate only to lint cotton, 
and will not include linters. Information as to the pro- 
duction of linters, however, will be given in a footnote 
sy that comparative figures may be computed on the basis 


ef the reports issued in previous years.

AMERICAN ROAD CONGRESS. 


With Affiliated Bodies to Meet at Atlanta Next 
November. 





The fourth American Road Congress and the conven- 
tion of the American Highway, all its affiliated organi- 
zations, and the American Automobile Association has 
been scheduled for Atlanta, Ga., during the week be- 
ginning November 9, 1914. This announcement, which 
has been awaited by the various organizations working 
for better roads, was made in Washington by J. E. 
Penuybacker, secretary of the American Road Con- 
gress. The convention city was selected some time ago, 
but the date was left open until Mr. Pennybacker made 
definite announcement in Washington. 

It was also announced that, in addition to the road 
organizations, committees of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation and the American Bankers’ Association would 
work in conjunction with the American Highway Asso- 
ciation to make the fourth Road Congress crystallize 
the movement for more uniform road laws and a better 
system of financing road improvement throughout the 
country. 

This will be the first meeting of the American Road 
Congress in the South, and is a recognition of the great 
energy and progress that has been made in that section 
in the movement for improved roads. In 19128 about 
$40,000,000 was expended by Southern States on their 
public roads, in addition to the labor of thousands of 
State convicts. Georgia alone had her entire convict 
force, numbering nearly 5000, engaged in road con 
struction, 

One of the principal results hoped for by the man- 
agement of the congress will be the establishment of 
State highway departments in the six Southern States 
which have thus far failed to adopt the plan of State 
supervision, namely, Georgia, South Carolina, Florida, 
Tennessee, Mississippi and Texas. Aside from these 
six States, only Indiana and Montana have failed to 
establish State highway departments for educational or 
constructive work, 

The 1918 American Road Congress was held in De- 
troit, Mich., with an attendance of about 4000, repre- 
senting 44 States, and with a vast array of exhibits, 
in which the United States Government, many of the 
States, educational institutions and over 100 manufac 
turers participated. This year it is expected that the 
congress Will have an attendance well over 5000, and in 
preparation for the exposition to be held in connection 
with the congress, under the direction of Charles P. 
Light, business manager, the city is preparing to erect 
temporary structures covering the entire street space 
on both sides of the auditorium and close to tratflic, 


during the entire congress, a viaduct extending two 
blocks. Steps are now being taken toward securing 


favorable railroad rates, and committees are being 
formed to provide for the comfort and entertainment 
of the congress, which will include many of the most 
distinguished men of the nation.

$17,000,000 TO BE EXPENDED. 


Chesapeake & Ohio to Distribute It Over Five 
Years on Its Property. 


A large issue of five-year notes ($33,000,000) has 
been sold by the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway to Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. and the National City Bank of New York. 
‘The issue, which bears 5 per cent. interest, is condi- 
tioned upon a promise of the company to put back into 
the property during the life of the notes, which are 
dated June 1, 1914 the sum of $17,000,000 out of earn- 
ings. This money, all of which is to be devoted to capi- 
tal eapenditures, is to be appropriated thus: $2,000,000 
the first year, $3,000,000 the second year and $4,000,000 
This will 


include payments and discounts on equipment trusts. 


per year for each cf the next three years. 


The proceeds of the notes will be used to pay off 
$28,500,000 of three-year notes which will mature on 
June 1, the balance remaining after this payment to be 
employed as working capital. These notes are part of 
an authorized issue of $40,000,000, so that there are 
remaining $7,000,000 which may be issued for future 
capital requirements. They will not, however, be issued 
before July 1 of next year without the written consent 
ef the underwriters of the notes just sold. 

A statement issued by the railway company says that 
traffic continues to develop in its territory on a large 
scale, particularly Lecause of the growing markets for 
West Virginia and Kentucky coals. Reference is also 
made to the impending completion of the Clinchfield 
Railway to a connection with the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
which is expected to add not a little traflic to the latter’s 
line. 


ELECTRIC RAILWAYS AT DALLAS. 


A New Interurban, a Terminal Station and 
Large Sums for Street Car Lines. 


Improvements under way and prejected by the Dallas 
(Tex.) Consolidated Electric Railway, one of the Stone 
& Webster properties, will cost, according to estimates 
between $900,000 and $1,000,000. They include an ex- 
penditure of about $300,000 for new cars, about $150,- 
000 for shops, and much double-tracking and paving, 
which, together with some block signals, concrete pits 
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for cleaning cars at the barns, ete., will compose the 
remainder. 

In addition to all these betterments, the Store & 
Webster Corporation proposes to fulfil its plans to 
build a commodious terminal station for interurban 
lines, which will accommodate not only its own roads 
to Fort Worth, Denison and Sherman, but those of the 
Southern Traction Co. to Waxahachie, Waco and Cvr- 
sicana, besides any other roads now building or to be 
built and which may desire to use the depot. Construe- 
tion of an interurban to Terrell is also planned by tie 
Stone & Webster interests. The beginning of the sta- 
tion depends in large measure upon the condition of 


the financial markets for placing securities. 





New Equipment, Etc. 


Illinois Central Railway has authorized the expendi- 
ture of $4,000,000 for new equipment and construction, 
according to a report from Chicago. The purchases of 
rolling stock, it is said, will include 75 locomotives, 10) 
steel coal cars and 500 refrigerator cars. 

Virginia & Southwestern Railway has ordered 92:5 
»0-ton gondola cars from the Pressed Steel Car Co., 
Pittsburgh, and a 10-wheel locomotive from the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works, Philadelphia. 

Missouri Pacific’s order for 83 passenger cars, placed 
with the American Car & Foundry Co., is for all-stesl 
equipment. The contract will amount to approximately 
$1,000,000. 

Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway has ordered 25 
Mikado type locomotives, with superheaters, from the 
American Locomotive Co., New York. 

Tampa & Gulf Coast Railway, according to a report 
from Tampa, will purchase some engines and ears. 

Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Railway is re- 
ported getting prices preliminary to purchasing 2 mail 
cars. 

Missouri & Nerth Arkansas Railroad, says a market 
report, has ordered 5 cabooses and 2 combination mail 
and baggage cars from the American Car & Foundry Co. 





$4,300,060 for Betterments. 


The Charleston & Western Carolina Railway will 
have $4,300,000 of bonds, the proceeds of which are ex- 
pected to be expended upon the physical property. The 
entire mortgage, which has just been recorded, covers 
$10,000,000 of securities, but there are $5,700,000 of 
them which will be devoted to refunding an existing 
indebtedness. No disposition has yet been made by the 
management of the $4,309,000. Tlowever, a report from 
Greenville, S. C., one of the places where the mortgage 
was filed, says that the balance, after caring for the re- 
funding, will be used for betterments to the main line 
and branches, for terminals and for equipment. Some 
cf the improvements are in progress. 

This road is one of the Atlantic Coast Line’s piop- 
erties. It consists of 340 miles of track, the main line 
extending from Port Royal via Augusta, Ga., to Spar- 
tanburg, S. C., and there being two branches, one from 
Greenville to Laurens and the other from Anderson to 
McCormick, 8. C. 


A Mississippi Electric Interurban. 


The Mississippi Electric Railway Co. of Columbus, 
Miss., has been chartered to build an interurban line 
from Okolona via Columbus to Aliceville, Ala., about 
70 miles, with street-car lines for local service in the 
towns on the route. The capital stock is to be $5,000.- 
000 and the charter provides that the company may, i” 
addition to its railway business, have gas works, elec- 
tric plants, water-works, parks and pleasure grounds, 
and that it may use any motive power for the operation 
of its roads. It can also operate boats if desired. The 
charter embodies a statement that it is hoped to com- 
plete the proposed line within two years from the date 
of the charter, February 25. The incorporators are 
Charles F. Sherrod, F. W. Crosby, Battle Bell, J. W. 
Lipscomb, G. Y. Banks, W. H. Sherrod and T. B. Me- 
Crary, all of Columbus. 


$200,000 Railway and Power Plant. 


The $200,000 steam-driven electric plant of the Pied- 
mont Railway & Electric Co. at Burlington, N. C., re- 
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eoutly began operations with a capacity of 3000 herse- 
power installed and foundations laid for an additional 
sau horse-power. The building is of steel and concrete 
fireproof constreution, 126 feet long by S6 feet wide and 
so feet high.

Construction Co. of Richmond, Va., the machinery hav- 
ing been furnished by the General Electric Co. of Sche- 
nectady.
